The Indiana tour already planned will 
begin Oct. 31 and S enator Fairbanks,

J. Frank Manly, the Republican can­ 
didate for governor of Indiana. 


Tokio, Oct. 17. -There is a strong 
appeal for peace in the appalling trag ­ 
edy which is now under en actm en t in 
Manchuria.
